“How can you win?” Mr. Reilly asked. 

The dance, held on’ August 10, was the sub- 
ject of a letter of complaint signed by 60 resi- 
dents. ae 

Altona Council decided to advise the parish 
priest that action would be taken in future. . 

Mr. Reilly told the Star: 

“When I first read about the complaints I 
could ‘not believe that a group of people couid 
be so inconsiderate, and-I pray that one day 
they may see-beyond the preservation of the 
sanctity of their beloved silence — twice every 
19 months. 

“One of ‘the major problems confronting the 
western suburbs is juvenile délinquency, caused, 
not by the lack of silence in neighborhoods such 
as‘ ours, but by the lack of recreation facilities 
available to the ever-increasing youth popula- 
tion. 

“Lack of facilities available for recreation 
creates a situation where there is ‘nothing to 
do, resulting in a tendency for kids to frequent 
local corners or just simply ‘hang around’. 

“This is when the kids get into trouble. When 
there is a disturbance caused by these youths 
with nothing to do, the first to complain no 
doubt would be our 60 inconsiderate silence-' 
loving residents. 

“But when a social activity is-organised that , 
will keep the kids off the streets for a small 
price, and provide a good night’s entertainment, 
so creating a situation where there is less 
chance of youths getting into trouble—once 
again we are met with an onslaught of com- 
plaints, HOW CAN WE WIN? 

“I agree that those not familiar with the 
sounds of loud rock music could find it disturb- 
ing, and have a cause for complaint, if there was
